Health and It Is Feared He

Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—[Special. }— 
Postmaster General Henry C. Payne its lying 
at the point of death and only the most 
heroic medical treatment will save him. He 
is suffering with heart trouble. During the 
evening the president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
ealled at the hotel to make inquiries as to 
the condition ofthe patient 3 

The attack occurred early this morning, 
when Private Secretary Whitney, who is re- 
siding at the Arlington Annex, noticed that 
Mr. Payne’s breathing was labored and he 
immediately summoned Dr. G. L. Magruder, 
the family physician, who found the distin- 
‘guished patient in a critical con dition. 


His Life Despaired Of. 


His life was despaired of during the night 
and the early part of the day, but he rallied. 
Tonight he is resting easier, but practically 
all hope has been abandoned and his family 
has been summoned to his bedside. 

‘Mrs. Payne is with the patient, and other 
members of the family, Miss Jones, his niece, 
and his sister, will arrive here tomorrow. 

Since his return from Wisconsin the post- 
master general has been suffering with a 
slight cold, according toa statement given out 
at the postoffice department. He was at his 
desk Saturday morning, but returned to his 
hotel in the afternoon. He did not appear 
at the department at all on Monday, but spent 
a short time at the department Tuesday 
morning and attended the cabinet meeting. 
returning to his hotel in the afternoon. Or 
Wednesday he was at the department a short 
time in the morning, but did not return after 
and since has been confined to his 

tel. 


Keep His Csndition Secret. 


The extremely critical condition of the 
postmaster general was carefully concealed 
until it was feared it could not be safely done 
any longer. 

Dr. P. M. Rixey, surgeon general of the 
navy, was called in consultation with Dr. 
Magruder and tonight the following bulletin 
Was made public: 

“ The postmaster general has not been feel- 
ing well for several days and recently decided 
symptoms of heart trouble developed. These 
were severe during last night and the early 
portion of today. He responded to the rem- 
edies employed and is resting easier tonight.” 

Powerful restoratives were administered 
by the physicians and they took effect. Dr. 
Magruder remained at the hotel all of last 
night. F 

Mrs, Payne Nearly Prostrated. 


Mre. Payne is almost prostrated by the 
acknowledged seriousness of her husband’ 
eondition. 

Francis H. Whitney, Mr. Payne’s private 
Secretary, has charge of Mr. Payne's affairs, 
and will remain within call of the sick room 
tonight in case a return of the heart attack 
Should foreshadow the end. 

The announcement of the critical condition 
of the postmaster general came as an abso- 
lute surprise to his friends and business asso- 
ciates in Washington. It was known for sev- 
eral days that he had not been feeling well, 
But ever since he became a member of the 
president's cabinet his health has not been 
good, and it was not expected the attack 
would prove to be more than indigestion ora 
recurrence of the ‘malady, epilepsy, from 
which he has been a lifelong sufferer. 


Hard Work on Scandal Inquiry. 


The investigation of the postal service 
Scandals, which Mr. Payne may be said to 
have conducted in person, so close was his 
application to his desk during the progress of 
the inquiry, told greatly on his strength, the 
Strain culminating during last spring in a 
jong and serious iliness. But after a brief 
Vacation spent on a revenue cutter on a trip 
On the Atlantic he returned to Washington 
in apparently excellent health. 


Sketch of His Life. 

Henry C. Payne came from old Puritan 
Stock, and his ancestors date back to the 
@arly colonial days. He was born tm the 
town of Ashfield, Franklin county, Mass., on 
Mov. 23, 1813. -

TROOPS AND AUTOS 
SEEK LOST GIRL 


Frances Parkhurst, 15 Years 
Old, Pupil Lake Forest 
College, Disappears 
from Ferry Hall.

Forest college, and many residents of the 
suburb, several in automobiles, begin at 


for a 15 year old schoolgirl missing from 
Ferry hall. 

It will be the culminating effort of af#earch 
conducted for hours last night’ through 
woods, ravines, and along the Jake shore. 
In automobiles, on foot, and in carriages the 


men of the town and college persevered in 
the hunt for the missing girl until almost 
midnight. Not a trace of the lost girl re- 


warded their efforts, and at last the ex- 
hausted searchers were forced to abandon 
the task for a few hours. 


Missing Gir) Is New Student. 

The lost girl is Frances Parkhurst, 15 years 
old, and a‘new student at Ferry hall, the 
girls’ school connected with Lake Forest col- 
lege. She disappeared at 10 a. m., but not 
until) supper time at 5/in the evening was her 
absence noticed. At once Miss Hughes, the 
head of the girls’ school, was notified. She 
communicated at once with President Har- 
lan of the college, and at once energetic 
efforts were made to trace the girl. 

Miss Parkhurs\, so far as could be learned, 
Was seen last by the janitor of Ferry hall. 
That was at 10 a. m. The man said he had. 
noticed the girl because she walked with a 
slight limp and wore neither hat nor jacket. 

The girl was walking slowly towards one 
of the big ravines that lead to the lake shore, 
ar.d the man thought nothing of the occur- 
rence. , 

. Slight Clew for Searchers. 

When the girl turned a corner in the path 
and disappeared all trace of her vanished. 
And when the searchers started out in the 
gathering mist they had no other clew than 
that Miss Parkhurst had gone toward the 
ravine and wore a blue skirt and white shirt 
waist 


lan of Miss Parkhurst’s absence the college 
men were appealed to to take up the search. 
Football athletes and students at their books 


through the underbrush and searching along 
the lake shore. Soon they were joined by 
eighty boys from theacademy. 

The alarm spread rapidly to the town and 
residents deserted their supper tables to join 
in the search. 

Harry Durand, Delavan Smith, and C. H. 
Fitzhugh in their automobiles hurried to the 
residences of their friends and summoned 
them to the hynt. 


Systematic Search Is Begun. — 

Under the supervision of President Har- 
lan and severa!] of the instructors the hunt- 
ers were divided into squads and a sys- 
tematic plan of search mapped out. With 
lanterns, and even by automobile search- 
lights, students and townspeople searched 
north, south, and west, through deep ravines 
and thickets, and the woods beyond the rail* 
way track. Still othefs hastened along the 
lake shore, going several miles to the north 
and south of the town. 

Failure marked their every effort. Nota 
trace of torn dress could they find in fhe 
woods and not a print of the girl's shoes in 
the sand. 

At last, baffied and weary, the searchers 
returned to the college. Bach party hoped 
the others had succeeded where they had 
failed. But when all had gathered the 
campus it was realized that Miss Parkhurst 
still was lost. 

Realizing that in the darkness further 
search would be useless it was decided to 
abandon the hunt until dawn. 


Fort Sheridan Lends Aid. 

Commandant Whithal at Fort Sheridan 
had been notified earlier in the evening, and 
when the tidings of failure reached him he 
declared a force of troops would take up the 
search at dawn. 

It was arranged that the troopers, starting 
at daybreak this morning, are to beat north 
through the five miles of wood and ravine be- 
tween the army post and Lake Forest. 

The students and many of the townspeople 
will start out at thesame hour. Breakfast is 
to be served at 4:30 in Ferry hall, after which 
they will be divided into squads. They will 
search north along the shore and also west- 
ward from the town. 

In all it is estimated that 300 persons will 
participate in the hunt for the lost girl. 


Spent Much Time Alone. | 

Miss Parkhurst was enrolled in Ferry hall 
at the opening of school three weeks ago. 
She had no girl “chum” in the school and 
spent much of her time by herself. She was 
homesick, but not more so than numerous 
other young girls. On Wednesday, it is said, 
she was “blue,” but yesterday appeared 
more cheerful. Her hat, coat, railway ticket, 
and money were found in her room, and it is 
not believed she started home. 


Allowed Extra Privileges. 

At the school ft was explained thaf because 
Miss Parkhurst could not play tennis and 
the other games enjoyed by her companions, 
she was allowed more liberty than the other 
students. This was why her absence was not 
noticed much earlier in the day. Being a 
stranger also, the other students did not miss 
her until the supper hour. 

The girl is described as a quiet girl, ap- 
parently preferring to spend most of her 
time alone when not in class. Although 
homesick the idea that the girl ended her 
live deliberately was not entertained by the 
coliegé authorities. It is believed she may 
have wandered into the woods and become 
lost or have fallen into one of the steep 
ravines and been injured. 


Father Comes to Join Search. 

Early in the evening her parents were noti- 
fied at Danvers that their daughter was 
missing. Until then it was believed she 
might have returned home, but she had not. 
At 10 o'clock her father, F. J. Parkhurst, 
started for Chicago... He will arrive at 7 
o'clock this morning, and, going at once to 
Lake Forest, will join tn the search. .He is 
one of the leading residents of the town,

SEEK MAN AND $41,000 


Wheaton Residents Accuse E. J. 
Lewis with Extensive Fraud. 


WIDOWS LEFT _DESTITUTE. 


Loans Alleged to Have Been Made on 
Forged Mortgages. 


Leaving behind him a score of creditors, 
many of whom are widows and dependent 
women, Edward J. Lewis, a real estate dealer 


day morning. 

It is charged that he sold forged mortgages 
and notes to the amount of $41,000, By paying 
the interest on these mortgages out of his 
own pocket he covered up the transactions 
for seven years. 

The buyers of these papers now thought to 
be worthless range from Mayor J. L. Peiron- 
net of Wheaton to poor women, who, through 
implicit confidence in Lewis, had invested 
their little fortunes. The sums lost are gen- 
erally small, but in many cases they repre- 
sent the entire fortunes of the creditors. 


Leaves on an Early Train. 

Lewis left Wheaton on an early morning 
train. His wife, formerly Mrs. Julia Street- 
er of West Chicago, has aiso disappeared, 
It is believed that she followed her husband, 
as she was seen to board a train for Chicago 
in the afternoon. 

Mayor Peironnet, who was one of the prin- 
cipal losers, swore out a warrant last night 
charging Lewis with forgery and obtaining 
money under false pretenses. This action 
followed a conference of creditors with At- 
torney W. L. Fisher of Wheaton, when it 
was decided to pursue Lewis and bring him 
back for trial. 


Method Bold and Clever. 

The method used by Lewis is described as 
bold and clever. After placing loans for in- 
vestors tHe real estate man managed to keep 
the mortgages and notes in his possession for 
some time. In this interval, it is alleged, 
copies of the papers were made, the signa- 
tures of the mortgageors, and the stamp of 
County Recorder Thomas M. Hull being 
forged. 

These spurious mortgages are said to have 
been exact copies of the originals, and were 
readily taken by the shrewdest investors. 


He Is a Persuasive Talker. 

Lewis was a persuasive talker. 

“I've got a loan that'll knock your eye 
out,”” was his favorite phrase, as, speaking 
rapidly. he addressed a business man of the 
community. “Gilt edge farm land, first 
mortgage, high interest—take it?’’ 

The residents of Wheaton say that Lewis 
needed the money. He went to the races, it 
is said, and tried to pick the winners, al- 
though it made little difference to him if he 
lost. He gave wine suppers that were the 
talk of Wheaton. He dregse@ well and ap- 
parently spared himself nothing. 

Some four years ago he missed the last 
train Jor home at the Chicago station of the 
Northwestern railroad. This was a chance 


for him to show his spirit. The dispatcher 


of Wheaton, disappeared suddenly yester- | 


was sought out. Lewis said he must get 
home at once. : 

“Give me a special train,” Ke said. “I 
can pay for it. It is worth the price to me.” 

The tradesmen of Wheaton were the Airst to 
look askance at his glitter. Their bills were 
not paid promptly, and sometimes months of 
“gunning produced nothing better than the 
old, often repeated promises. Then, in time, 
Lewis became slow in the payment of Interest. 
He said collections were poor, but, as a rule, 
he knew some person who would take a new 
loan. 

Denouement Comes. 

The dénouement came through the sus- 
picions of James Campbell, who held a 
$5,000 mortgage on property at West Chi- 
cago. Campbell found that the mortgage 
had been released. Mrs. Ada Bannerman 
and Miss Sarah Lewis of Chicago, two sisters 
of Lewis, came to his rescue and paid the 
amount, and an effort was made to keep the 
‘affair quiet. It leaked out, however, and 
other investors made _ investigations, re- 
sulting in the revelation of extensive opera- 
tions of the same nature. 


Supposed to Be Well to Do. 

The prominence of Lewis and his high 
reputation for honesty made the shock all. 
the more severe when it became known in 
Wheaton. Lewis had been in busienss there 
since 1892. He was supposed to be well to do, 
having inherited $25,000 from his father, 


He lived in a fine house and was a member of 
the Wheaton Golf club. 


Several Haven’t a Cent Left. 

The mayor, who'lost $6,100, spoke of the 
affair as follows: 

“ The most regrettable part is that widows 
and dependent women who could not afford 
to lose had their fortunes swallowed up. 
I personally know of several widows who 
haven't a cent left.” 

Two cases were those of Mrs. Mary Chris- 
tian and Mrs. Sarah Gorham, both widows. 
Mrs. Christian lost her little fortune of $2,500 
r with which she had planned to buy a home 
next spring. Mrs. Gorham lost $2,000, which 
represented all her possessions. Others who 
suffered less are Henry Eggers, an alder- 
man, Mrs. H. C. Winston, and Mrs. Bdith 
Hiatt.

LEAVES VICTIM IN OPEN BOAT.

New York, Sept. 29.—The story of a des- 
perate robbery in which the victim was left 
unconscious in an open boat on the Hudson 
river was disclosed today in the arrest of 
Thomas H. Price, a young man well known in 
New York, Chicago, and St. Louis.

Washington. D. C., Sept. 20.—{Special.]—

The state department, in tranemitting Gov. 
Bates’ apology to the British legation for the 
arrest of Mr. Gurney, will pretent a state-s 
ment of facts and testimony to show that 
Gurney violated the plain law of Massachu- 
setts. 

Gov. Bates’ letter of apology did not set 
forth this statement, and he has been asked 
to supply it at once. 


Governor Wants Reparation. 


Gov. Bates in his letter of apology concludes 
by saying: 

“TI suggest that the attention of the am- 
bassador of his Britannc majesty be invited 
to the breach of laws of this commonwealth 
disclosed in the statement of Judge Phelps 
aecompanying this letter, believing that, if 
his attention is called to it he will take such 
action as to make certain that immunity 
from prosecution in our courts shal! not per- 
mit the safety of our citizens to be endan- 
gered, or our laws to be violated because 
through International comity, jurisdiction of 
our own tribunals is withheld.’’ 


Justice Phelps’ Statement. 

The letter incloses a personal letter of 
apology from Judge Phelps to Secretary Gur- 
ney, and also a statement of the facts in the 
case. 

The statements made by Mr. Gurney before 
the court, Justice Phelps says, were of such 
a character as to appear to him to bea mani- 
fest and intentional defiance of judicial au- 
thority, and to be, as he believed and found, 
in contempt of the court. He proceeded, he 
said, In ignorance of the usages of interna- 
tional law and of the provisions of the federal 
Statute, the question never before having 
come before the court, nor was it so pre- 
sented to him as to advise him of his error 
in the premises. The action of the court, 
Justice Phelps declares, was inspired wholly 
and absolutely by a purpose to enforce the 
law and for the protection of human Ife. 
endangered by the conduct of Mr. Gurney, as 
established by the evidence presented to him.

It was not a business in which he became 
wealthy, but he lived and got along. At the 
same time he got into republican politics/ 


, and in 1872 he first came to the front in 


“Milwaukee. It was during the Grant- 
Greeley campaign. Many of the old time 
party men were for Greeley; the younger 
element was for Grant. Payne was a young 
man, not yet 30, and he set out to organize 
the young republican voters into the Young 
Men's Republican league. 


Recognized as Leader. ~~ 


It was in this work that Payne first at- 
tracted attention as a successful campaign 
manager. From that timeon he rose rapidly 
in politics. His executive ability as a handler 
of men and as an organizer was recognized 
by the older heads of the party, and he be- 
came one of the local leaders. In 1876 Pres- 
ident Grant appointed him postmaster of Mil- 
waukee,. Presidents Hayes and Arthur re- 
appointed him. As postmaster, Payne had 
plenty of time to devote to politics, bothistate 
and local, and he made good use of it. He be- 
came a member of the state central commit- 
tee and later its secretary, and then its chair- 
man. 

Becomes a Power. 

His rise was rapid, and the success he had 
achieved as a local leader sent him a notch 
higher, and as state chairman he was re- 
garded as the head of the party. He was 
clever gnd astute, and much of the credit of 
the party success in those days belongs tu 
him. He was a fine organiger, and his éoun- 
sel was sought by all candidates. He be- 
came a power not only in county and state 
but national politics, serving as chairman 
wf the republican state committee, and also 
representing the-state in the republican na- 
tlonal committee for more than ten years. 


His Business Interests. 


While holding the position of postmaster 
Mr. Payne became interested in various 
large corporate interests. He had become 
a heavy stockholder of the Wisconsin Tele- 
-phone company and became its president. 
He branched out and while still interested 
in the telephone company went into the 
street railway line. Early in the ‘90s he con- 
ceived the idea of consolidating the local 
street car lines. There were four of them, 
all operated by horse and mule power and 
giving inferior service: ‘With the aid of 
Mitcheli he succeeded in interesting eastern 
capital, and the Milwaukee Electric Railway 
and Light company was organized and got 
control of the four car lines and the two 
lighting plants. 


Reorganizes Car Lines. 


The car lines were changed to electrie sys- 
tems and he became vice. president of the 
company and resident director. The service 
became first class, but the price paid for the 
lines had been too great, and the line went 
into the hands ofa receiver, to which position 
Payne was appointed. It has since been re- 
organized, with a capital of some $16,000,000, 
and is now on a paying basis. 

In 1893 Mr. Payne was elected president of 
the American Street Railway association. 
He was president of the Milwaukee Electric 
Railway and Light company, director of the 
Wisconsin Telephone company. 


Postmaster General Since 1902. 

Mr. Payne was selected for postmaster 
general by President McKinley in the sum- 
mer of 1901 and assumed the office on Jah. 8, 
1902, under from President 
Roosevelt. Dwring his administration the 
poxtoffice frauds, involving Beavers, Machen 
and others have beén wnearthed and the 
guilty persons brought to justice.

SENATORG. F. HOAR 
DIES AT AGE OF 78 


Venerable Statesman of Mass- 
achusetts Passes Away — 
After Long Illness. 


HELPED TOMAKE HISTORY 


Served in Legislature of His 
State, in Congress, and with 
Distinction in Senate. 


Worcester, Mass., Sept. 30, 3a. m.—George 
Frisbie Hoar, senior United States senator 
from Massachusetts, died at his home in this 
city at 1:35 o’clock this morning, aged 78 
years. The end followed a pertod of uncon- 
sciousness that had continued since early 
Tuesday, and came so gently that only the 
attending physicians were aware of the ex- 
act moment of dissolution. 

The attending physicians despaired of the 
senator’s life six weeks ago, but such was 
the vitality exhibited by the patient that 
even they were surprised and the public 
was at times led go cherish a faith in an 
ultimate recovery. 

On Sunday last, however, all hope was 
abandoned after a last unsuccessful attempt 
to administer medicine and nourishment. 
Brief iucid intervals were followed by long- 
er duravions of unconsciousness until Tues- 
day morning, when the venerable statesman 
sank into a state of coma from which all 
efforts to rouse him proved futile. 


Family at His Bedside. 


There were present at the bedside when 
death came the senators son, Gen. Rock- 
wood Hoar; his daughter, Mary Hoar, and 
Dr. Warren .R. Gilman, who for weeks has 
been in almost constant attendance upon 
the senator. 

Senator Hoar had been in ill health since 
last winter, and even when attending the ses- 
sions of the genate he was obliged to exercise 
extreme care lest his exertions should over- 
come him. At that ime he was troubled with 
lumbago, and the death of his wife in Wash- 


. ington proved such a blow that he never re- 


covered entirely from its effects. 


George Frisbie Hoar’s Career. 

With the face of a bishop, the faculties of 
a philosopher, and the fervor, when aroused, 
of a zealot, George Frisbie Hoar occupied 
for more than twenty years a unique place 
in American political life. That history re- 
peats itself is true; but history rarely repro- 
duces types of eified men. A strong indl- 
vidual force, like the late senior senator of 
Massachusetts, Is usually an original copy 
of his kind. And yeh it may be said with 
considerable truth that more nearly, perhaps, 
than any other statesman of his generation 
he was a replica of one who had gone before 
—of the “old man eloquent” from his own 
state, John Quincy Adams. 2 


Voted with the Caucus. 


The political enemies of Senator Hoar—he 
had none personal—referred to him face- 
tiously as a person who “ thought right and 
voted wrong ” on all the important questions 
of the day. This criticism he took in good 
part—and voted with the caucus. 

The last really great speech he ever made 
was when he arraigned the administration 
for its attitude toward the Philippine islands. 
This was in 1902. He addressed the senate 
at length, occupying the floor for more than 
two hours, and going into the insular rela- 
tions of the government exhausttvely. He 
urged with forceful eloquence that the 
United States should withdraw from the 
archipelago and permit the people there to 
erect their own government, as had been 
done im Cuba. The oration was punctuated 
with brillant epigrame. 

“You cannot,”” he said, “maintain a 
despotism In Asia and a republic in Amer- 
ica. One thing no senator has been au- 
dacious enough to affirm, and that is if he 
were a Filipino, as he is an American, he 
would not do exactly, saving acts of cruelty, 
as the Filipino has done.” 

He gave Gen. Frederick Funston a severe 
verbal castigation for the manner of 
Aguinaldo’s capture, which moved Funston 
to remark atirily that “the old man 
was suffering from a superheated con- 
science’; and this moved the war depart- 
ment to notify the doughty general that it 
was shocking bad taste for a soldier the 
service to speak slig...ingly of a se in 
the forum. 


Despised the Mugwumps. 


In his ‘‘ Autobiography of Seventy Years,” 
issued ten months ago, Senator Hoar under- 
took. to justify his course and reconcile its 
seeming inconsistency, and in doing so he 
emitted this pithy epigram: “ The history 
of no people is heroica! to its mugwumps.”’ 
He firmly believed that in public life the man 
serves his country best who serves his party 
best, and that no statesman can wield much 
influence outside of an organization. 

Senator Hoar took an active part in the 
reconstruction of the southern states after 
the civil war, and, unlike many survivors of 
that gloomy epoch, he did not live to regret 
his activity or to apologize for his conduct. 
** Looking back now.” he says in his auto- 
biography, “I do not believe that any other 
policy would have done as well as that has 
done, though a large part of what was de- 
signed by the republican leaders of the pe- 
riod of reconstruction was never accom- 
plished.”’ 


Regard for Southern Senator. 


And yet the Massachusetts man was not 
on bad terms with his colleagues in congress 
from the’-south. It may not be generally 
known, but he and Senator Ben Tillman, 
while in no sense cronies, entertained a high 
regard for each other. Ina magazine articte 
published two or three years ago tne oider 
man paid a high tribute to Tillman for his 
ability, character, rugged honesty, and 
hatred of a lie. 

It is not going too far to say that Mr. Hoar 
never sought an office in his life, and that he 
never accepted one except from a high sense 
of public duty. This was as true in 162, 
when he was called upon to serve his town 
in the state legislature as it was in 1901, when 
he was elected to the United States senate 
the fifth ime. His life wae full of action, 
and he figured in some of the really great 
events of his generation. As a member of 
the electoral commission in 1876, when the 
peace of the country was threatened, he 
voted with the majority to accept the work 
of the returning boards of southern states 
as final, thus insuring the seating of Mr. 
Hayes. Hayes offered him the English mis- 
sion, which he refused. 

If he ever hated anybody the object of his 
wrath was Benjamin F. Butler, the political 
chameleon of the Bay state. Butler is

Among other comments is this: 

‘*His military career was, with the excep- 
tion I have stated (the war administration 
of New Orleans) disgraceful to himself and 
unfortunate to the country.

His One Dissipation. 

It is hardly be‘ wable, but Senator Hoar 
was a man who «_.sipated, but in his period- 
ical ‘‘ sprees,”” as in nearly everything else, 
he was unique—a law unto himself. He did 
not drink, nor countenance the tippling evil. 
What he did do, and so far as known it was 
his only “ folly,"” was to read trashy litera- 
ture, devour it would be a better word, per- 
haps—devour it with the voraciousness of a 
messenger boy following up a hurry call. 
He was at the time of his death vice presi- 
dent of the American Antiquarian society, 
president of the American Historical society, 
president of the board of trustees of Clark 


of Archeology, trustee of Leicester academy, 
and belonged to. a dozen scientific societies. 
Besides he owned a private library of 6,000 
volumes presenting the best thought in 
the world of letters. And yet this staid old 
man, whenever he felt the appetite coming 
on, would buy a “ Deadwood Dick,” or a 
‘“*Nick Carter,’ or a Young Glory” at 
some corner stand, and boarding a trolley

INSIGPS OW ALL TROLLEY, 


W. W. GURLEY WILL MEET COUN- 
CIL COMMITTEE TOMORROW. 


Claims Temporary Privileges Like 
Those Granted te the City Raliway 
Company—Argues Impracticability 
of Using Cable Cars on North and 
West Sides and Then Hauling Them 
Around a Dewntown Loop by Means 
of an Electric Motor, 


When General Counsel Gurley of the Union 
Traction company appears before the council 
committee on local transportation tomorrow 
afternoon to discuss the question of vacating 


the tunnels he will demand that the north 


and west side street car companies be ac- 
corded the same temporary trolley privileges 
granted the Chicago City railway. 

‘“*Manager Roach is preparing a plan to 
illustrate the impracticability of operating 
our lines by the combined cable and trolley 
scheme during the lowering of the tunnels," 
he said. ‘ It will show the difficulties of de- 
taching the grip car at Illinois street and of 
attaching an electric motor to haul the cable 
train around the downtown loop. 


Trolleys on Cable Lines. 

“The only feasible solution of the difficulty 
in my mind is to permit the company to install 
trolleys throughout its cable lines. The city 
has granted a temporary permit to the Chi- 
cago City company for operating the In- 
diana avenue cars by electricity in Wabash 
avenue, and I don’t see why the same privi- 
lege should not be extended to the Union 
Traction company.” 

Mr. Gurley was reminded that the attitude 
of the Union Traction company toward the 
city had made the aldermen fearful that a 
trolley grant would encourage the company 
to claim even more. 

“I don’t see why that follows,” replied Mr. 
Gurley. “ The city ean make the trolley per- 
mit for a fixed period. That was the kind of 
a permit the City railway got.”’ 

Managing Receiver Fetzer explained that if 
the company were permitted to transform 
the cable lines into the electric the cars 
would be run through from the extreme city 
limits downtown, 


To Obviate Change of Cars. 


“Evanston avenue ears, for example, would 
run downtown instead of to the limits barns,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ This would give better transpor- 
tation and would decrease the company’s 
damage suits. It is curious that nearly one- 
fourth of the accidents on our lines take place 
in the movements of passengers getting on 
and off cars at the termina! barns.”’ 

Reports from New York during the day 
were that the merger deal could not be put 
through at present. The reports of confer‘ 
ences to arrange final details appear to have 
been too optimistic, and considerable time 
must elapse before much can be accom- 
plished. A Union Traction official says that 
if the deal in New York is not carried out 
there will be a gradual purchase of City rall- 
way control by Union Traction interests. 


Municipal Ownership Meeting. 

Municipal ownership advocates held a 
meeting last night at 4300 State street. 

A. resolution offered by Mrs. A. V. Mc- 
Govern indorsing the movement to give the 
city control of its streets, and condemning 
any action on the part of the mayor or the 
city council which would interfere with the 
carrying out of the will of the people, was 
adopted unanimously.

Most lawyers would rather go to a judge 
than te such a jury. 

“In continental Burope we hardly know 
what a new trial is because we have no 
juries.”’ 

John M. Dillion of New York said that he 
was thoroughly convinced that the present 
jury system was the best and suited to our 
individuality. He said he preferred a trial in 
which the jury and judge and witnesses for 
the opposing side were brought face to face. 
Given a good judge who knew just how to 
thoroughly inetruct a jury, he would rather 
have a jury of twelve men of ordinary in- 
telligence and ability than twelve men of 
superior learning.

SENATOR GOES FROM HELENA TO

Passes Through a Part of Idaho—De- 
_wotes More Time to Sightseeing than 
He Does to Speechmaking—Duty of 
the Nation Toward the Philippines 
Is the Subject of His Address in the 
Evening—Decjares the Flag Will 

Stay Pat. 


Spokane, Wash., Sept. 29.—From Helena to 
Spokane, Wash., Senator Fairbanks traveled 
today, crossing the northern point of Idaho 
en route. The day was more marked for its 
devotion to sightseeing than for speechmak- 
ing. 

The train out of Helena was in charge of 
a conductor and an engineer, both of whom 
are candidates on the democratic ticket f for 
the Montana legislature. 

In Idaho the train was stopped at Sand 
Point and Rathdrum for speches, and at 
both placés the talking was from the rear 
platform of the sleeper. 

Sand Point being an important lumber 
point, Senator Fairbanks devoted himself 
largely to the duty on lumber, contending 
that republican policies are necessary to 
the proper protection of that industry.

To have a “system” or 
belong to a “ system” is, from their point 
of view, wrong.

Yeta “ system ” may be a good thing. The 
solar system, the human system, a system of 
law or morals, or philosophy or religion may 

Railway systems promote the comfort of 
the people, cheapen and quicken transpor- 
tation, and bind the parts of a country to- 
gecher. 

Order is heaven's first law, and system im- 
plies and embraces order. To be systematic 


to be orderly. 


A system is a number of things or parts so 
connected as to make one complex whole. 
No moral quality is imparted to the things or 
parts so associated by the fact that they are 
joined together. If they are bad separately 
they are apt to be bad together; if they are 
good apart they are probably good in com- 
peny. 

To create a system is to cause a number 
of related things to stand together, and 
whether the system is good or bad will de- 
pend on the quality of the things. 

Let no definition of ill-repute be given to 
the word “ system.” 


THE DEVER TRACTION ORDINANCE. 

The most important matter before the city 
council next Monday night-will not be the 
Foreman ordinance dealing with the Chi- 
cago City railway company. That ordi- 
nance, an excellent one, is inapplicable to 
the present situation. It was framed before 
a community of interest between the Chi- 
cago City railway company and the Union 
Traction company had become probable. In 


- @ase such a community of interest becomes 


actual a different ordinance, more suited to 
a unified management of the street railway 
srstems of Chicago (but giving the unified 
company no more than the Foreman ordi- 
nance gave), will have to be drawn up 
Meanwhile no one can tell in what direction 
affairs will move. And, theréfore, te go mad 
over the Foreman ordinance just now is to 
waste a lot of frenzy which may be badly 
needed later on. 
The Dever ordinance is different. It must 
make its appearance next Monday night for 


immediate vietory or for immediate defeat.: 


It was introduced at the last regular meeting 
of the council and was “ ordered deferred 
to be taken up at the next regular meeting.”’ 
It provides that “ the question of the adop- 
tion of municipal operation of the street 
railways of Chicago as provided in the 
Mueller act be submitted to popular vote 
at the next general election to be held fn the 
maity of Chicago on Tuesday, Nov. 8, 1904, 
question to be voted on at such election 


be: ‘Shall the city of Chicago proceed 


to operate street railways? ” : 

The Mueller act provides that “no city 
shall proceed to operate street railways un- 
Jess the proposition to operate shall first 
have been submitted to the electors of such 
city as a separate proposition and approved 
by three-fifths of those voting thereon.” 

_ If the Dever ordinance is passed and the 
question of operating street railways is put 
én the November ballot, the voters will fee!

CONCENTRATING ON THE EAST. 

Roosevelt’s strength in the central and 
western states is so great because his per- 
sonal character—active, self-reliant, aggres- 
sive, resourceful—so exactly typifies and 
manifests the spirit of that part of America 
west of the Alleghanies. In these crucial 
days of his life when his character was being 
formed, Roosevelt lived in the west and ac- 
quired its point of view. | 

The democratic committee realizes that 
Roosevelt is so popular in the west because 
he hafmonizes with it, and that it would be 
hopeless to try to attract the west to a man 


with western notions, Not only has Parker 
never lived in the west but he has hardly 
ever visited it. Im 1880 he was a delegate 
to the Cincinnati convention; in 1884 he at- 
tended the Chicago convention; in 1902 he 
went to the meeting of the National Bar as- 
sociation at Denver., Each time he staid 
only three or four Aare, as a member of the 
New York delegation, and straightway re- 
turned to the Hudson. Tur Trisune, after 
diligent effort, has been unable to learn of 
any other occasion on which Judge Parker 
crossed the Alleghanies. Naturally a man 
who has been so little in the west cannot 
understand it nor appeal! to it. 

Parker's managers realize this. And so 
they have set out to win the election for 
him in the same way they won the nomina- 
tion for him—by combining the east and 
south against the west. The south, of 
course, is solid. Many of the eastern states 
—and especially New York—are doubtful. 
The main effort must be to get these states, 
and, first of all, New York, without which 
Parker cannot beelected. 

The democrats cannot carry New York 
without the aid of the gold democrats who 
left the party in 1896 and 1900. And the 
surest way to get them back is to frighten 
them back—to represent Roosevelt to them 
as a dashing, reckless, swashbuckling sort 
of a fellow, who is bound either to get the 
country into war, or else to disturb the busi- 
ness interests at home by meddling with 
them. These same gold democrats were 
never especially fond of Roosevelt, anyway. 
His “unreasonableness as governor, the 
Northern Securities case, the publicity law, 
and the coal strike settlement—none of 
these things endeared Roosevelt to the gold 
democrats.

ATIONAL DISA 
John W. Foster, once secretary o 
a diplomatist and man of peace, vi 
regret the growing nayy of the United 
States. He says that “our government,” 
instead of increasing it, “ should hold itself 
ready to enter into an agreement for inter- 
national disarmament.” 

If the sea powers ot the earth were by 
cothmon consent to cease building warships © 
and to dismantle those they have, with the 
exception of a few needed for purely police 
purposes, Americans would be much grati- 
fied. They would become convinced that 
those powers were resolved to follow the 
paths of peace, and that the need fora large 
American navy no longer existed. The con- 
struction of new battleships and cruisers on 
this side of the ocean would stop. The 
Americans are a peace loving people, and 
would be delighted if European powers re- 
duced their standing armies or fleets. 

The friends of peace have not persuaded 
those powers to disarm. On the contrary, 
they are busily building vessel after vessel. 
Yet Mr. Foster would have the United 
States mark time while othér nations are 
marching on—would forbid it to enlarge its 
navy while other nations are enlarging 
theirs. He would, if he could, set Americans 
to dreaming wildly beautiful dreams of uni- 
versal disarmament while the rest of the 
world is arming. 

That day may come a century hence, but 
its advent would not help this conntry much 
if, in the meantime, it had been defeated, 
disgraced, despoiled because of the lack of 

an adequate navy. If war should come, and 
there may be many wars before the reign of 
universal peace begins, the most astute di- 
plomatist will not be of so much service to 
this country as a few battleships. 

The United States should be ready for 
either peace or war. Mr. Féster would have 
it ready for peace only. That would be 

doctrine if the millennium were at 
band, but it is still a good ways off. Until 
it arrives, a peaceful country like this must 
have big ships and big guns t6 back up its 
diplomats and protect its professional peace 
advocates. 

THE WEST AND THE OPEN DOOR. 

The people of the Pacific slope fully realize 
the importance of the “ open door ” in China 


and the development of oriental trade. They | 


realize its importance in their industria! 
future. Their business men form associa- 
tions whose objects are the study of oriental 
trade, and one of the leading universities has 
lately established a college devoted to orien- 
tal languages, sea transportation, interna- 
tional law, and cognate studies. There is 
the American-Asiatic association, composed 
of men who direct a large commerce with the 
orient, and there is the Manufacturers and 
Producers’ Association of California, which 
has sent a special commissioner to Asia to 
investigate trade conditions. 

_ The reason for this intense interest in the 
orient is not far to seek. There are already 
sixteen lines of steamships operating be- 
tween the eastern and western shores of the 
Pacific. New lines are being added and 
larger vessels engaged. Among the vessels 
now under construction for the vriental 
trade are the two largest ships ever built in 
the United States—displacing 38,000 tons 
apiece, Each vessel will carry a cargo 
equal to thatof a train seven miles long. 

These fleets are being built because the 
trans-Pacific trade is increasing by leaps and 
bounds. From July to October, 1908, Seattle 
shipped 135 per cent more flour to the orient 
than it did the four months of the preceding 
year. For San Francisco, Tacoma, Port- 
land, and Seattle the increase in the ship- 
ments of the same commodity was 76 per 
cent. 

But it is not the present but the future 
trade with the orient which interests the 
Western states niost deeply. When irriga- 
tion has developed them and brought in- 
creased wealth and population, their indus- 
tries are going to become diversified. They

So Horatio, at 12 years old, went to sea, and 


largest warship afloat, and eight other Span- 
ish ships of the line, and in rapid succegsion 
captured the San Nicolas and San Josef. 
His brilliant and audacious maneuver and 
terrific fighting saved the day for the Eng- 
lish and won him a knighthood of the Bath 
and a promotion to the rank of vice admiral. 


- In an attack upon Santa Cruz Nelson lost 
his right arm. He had lost his right eye at 
the siege of Cadiz. “A left handed admiral 
will never again be considered as useful,”’ 
he wrote despairingly. It was with but one 
eye and one arm, however, that he was to 
achieve the victories that have given him 
imperishable renown. In May, 1798, he was 
dispatched by Jervis—become Lord St. Vin- 
cent—with a squadron to intercept the 
French armament which, under Gen. Bona- 
parte, was to conquer Egypt and threaten 
India. The French escaped from Toulon and 
reached Egypt. Nelson hunted despairingly 
for their fleet until August, when he unex- 
pectedly came upon it in Aboukir bay. The 
French fleet was superior to the English in 
almost every respect, but the intrepid Nel- 
son unhesitatingly ran up the signal to en- 
gage. Shoals stretched between the French 
and the shore, and they thought the enemy 
would not dare attack their rear. Neison, 
an expert pilot, threaded these shoals and 
assailed the French in both rear and center. 
The engagement—usually called the battle of 
the Nile—began at 6:40 o'clock in the even- 
ing and raged almost without abatement 
until.3 o'clock the next morning. Nelson 
was shot in the head, but continued to give 
orders.. The Orient, the flagship of the 
French admiral, caught fire and blew up. 
All the ships in the French squadron but two 
were taken or destroyed, and those two were 
later captured in the Mediterranean. For 
this victory Nelson was given the title of 
Baron Nelson of the Nile and the rank of rear 
admiral. Partament voted him $10,000 an- 
nually, the East In company gave him 
$50,000, and he received tributes of admira- 
tion from every part of the world. He had 
won for Britain that naval supremacy which 
she has ever since maintained. 

On Sept. 22. 1798, Nelson arrived at Naples. 
Here he formed an erring attachment for 
Emma, the beautiful and brilliant wife of 
Sir William Hamilton, the scandal of which 
was heralded throughout the world and 
caused Nelson's wife to geta divorce. The 
victor of Aboukir bay. as a result, it is 
claimed, of female influence, to which he was 
peculiarly susceptible, also stooped fo take 
a hand in the judicial murder of Carracioli, 
the Neapolitan admiral.

UNDERWRITERS CLOSE SESSION. 


Thomas E. Gallagher ‘of Cincinnati Is 
Elected President of the Associa- 
tion of the Worthwest. 


The Fire Underwriters’ Association of the 
Northwest closed its annual convention yes- 
terday, electing the following officers: 


President--Thomas B. Gallagher of Cincinnat!, of 
Keeler & Gallagher, western general agents of the 

Vice president—S. D. Andrus of Chicago, special 
agent of the Providence, Washington. 

Secretary—N, E. Briggs of Chicago, state agent 
of the North British and Mercantile. 

Treasurer—W. R. Townley of Chicago, general 
agent of the Western and British Americs. 

Directors—H. H. Friedley of Indianapolis, state 
agent North America; F. A. Mannen of Minneap- 
olis, state agent Firemen’s Fund; John Shepherd 
of St. Louls, special agent Liverpool and London 
and Globe; George A. Armetrong of Detroit, state 
agent Alma; R. W. Kuhn of Denver, special agent 
Royal; J. J. Johnson of Chicago, state agent 
Niagara; Waite Bliven of Chicago, state agent 
American of Philadelphia; F. A. Meinel of Chi- 
cago, superintendent of egents, London and Lan- 
cashire; L. 8. Mac cuaney of Chicago, state agent 
Agricultural. 

W. L. King of the Queen, who was mentioned 
prominently in the rece for the presidency and 
for whom a vigorous cumpaign had been prose- 
cuted, wotlld not allow hig name to be presented to 
the convention. It is understood that the library 
committee soon will appoint 4 librarian, who also 
will have the detall work of the offices of secretary 
and treasurer, the salaries of the latter offices to 
be nominal. 

The first paper of the morning was read by Com- 
missioner James V. Barry of Michigan on “ Un- 
derwriting from a Supervisor's Standpoint; Super- 
vision from an Underwriter’s Standpoint.”” Mr. 
Barry showed the importance of fire insurance to 
the commercial world and also pointed out some 
of the errors of the companies in dealing with 
the pubile, He thinks that by proper methods in- 
surance companies can secure legislation that is 
fair to all parties and can have hostile laws re- 
pealed. He stated that what is essential is the 
presentation of facts in an honest and fearless man- 
ner to the legislators. He advocated the creation 
and maintenes:« of a substantial surplus. He 
does not he! tn any afr of mystery on the part 
of the companies, and thinks many controversies 
have been engendered by attempts to compromise 
losses by falling back on technicalities. He said 
the public is entitled to protection and consid- 
eration in «img with the companies. Regard- 
ing examina, wns, he took the ground that an in- 
surance cemmissioner should not examine a com- 
pany from another state .uniess he felt that the 


examination of the home state was incompetent or 


dishonest. If the commissioner can secure his in- 
formation either from the company or ite home de- 
partment, he does not think an outside department 
is called upon to make an examination unless it 
feels that It is necessary to protect the citizens of 
the state. 

S. H. Lockett, manager of the insurance survey 
bureau of Chicago, spoke on the 
hazard, defining it as the tnherent and dormant 
capacity of neighboring structures or bodies to 
cause a general fire in all such structures or bodies 
as are mutually exposed at the time ofa fire. He 
took up the causes of conflagrations, stating that 
there are four general ways in which an individual 
fire may spread. First, by the heat of the fame; 
second, by radiated heat: third, by means of 
brands: and fourth, by the wafting of large vol- 
umes of unconsumed gases. Mr. Lockett advised 
a study of individual risks and an attempt to rem- 
edy deficiencies tn each rather than the adoption 
of a rigid standard for ail. He believes that im- 
provement can be made by taking conditions as 
they are rather than making an effort to create 
new conditions. 

Smiley N. Chambers, an attorney from Indétan- 
apolis, read the last paper of the session. entitled 
Insurance Men and Business from a Lawyer's 
View."’ He does not believe the millennium will 
ever, come in the insurance business because the 
character of the business forbids it. He takes the 
ground that not much can be accomplished in the 
way of educating the assured because he is unable 
to see conditions from a company standpoint. The 
speaker claimed the companies are too timid in 
prosecuting fraudulent claims or seeking legisia- 
tion, and thinks a mistake is made by this atti- 
tude, Mr. Chambers believes that the character 
and ability of local agents are not what they 
should be. He declared that many of the contro- 
versies and much of the litigation are due to ig- 
norance, negligence, or incompetence of agents, 
He deprecates the action of the companies in ap- 
pointing such men clothed with so much authority. 
He held that the strength of the fire insurance 
business rested with the lecal agents and would 
be no stronger than they were as a body. He 
thinks that there is some improvement tn the cali- 
ber of local agents in the large cities, but does not 
see much reform in this direction in small towns. 

F. M. Griswold, general adjuster of the Home, 
discussed Mr. Lockett’s paper, J. T. Dargan, H. 
E. Paimer, and William Fulton also made remarks 
on the paper. 

Several of the managers in Chicago are prepar- 
ing to give a banquet in honor of Charles D. Dun- 
lop, who has been elected vice president of the 
Providence Washington, before he locates in the 
east.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


National Board of Underwriters’ Execu- 
tive Committee Meets for First — 
Time Since Vacation. 


New York, Sept. 29.—[{Special.]—The first 
meeting of the executive committee of the 
national board of fire underwriters since the 
summer Vacation was held today, with Will- 
iam N. Kremer in the chair. 

There were in attendance President John H. 
Washburn, Vice President George W. Burchell, 
Secretary Charlies A. Shaw, Treasurer Marshall 
8. Driggs, C. L. Case, James Nichols, and John 
H. Mitchell, Hartford; BE. G. Richards and J, B. 
Branch, Providence, R. 1; Harold Herrick, 
George W. Babb, Frank Lock, and George Ww. 
Hoyt, New York; William Muir, Philadelphia. 

President Washburn reported on several rou- 
tine matters to which he had given attention, and 
several committees reported on tters under 
their jurisdiction, but no business of special im- 
portance came up for consideration. 


The Eastern Union met today for the frst time 
after the summer vacation season. The commit- 
tees had no reports to make, and only routine 
business was transacted, except as regards the 
Newark matter. It will be remembered that the 
city attorney of Newark, N. J., through the at- 
torney general of New Jersey, instituted a suit to 
force the disbandment of the Newark insurance 
exchange on the ground that it ie an {illegal com- 
bination. The union today appointed a committee 
of five prominent underwriters to codperate with 
the Newark exchange in fighting the suit. 

The management of the Syracuse Rapid Tran- 
sit Electric railway company has decided to in- 
stall coal stoves in the cars for heating purposes 
instead of having them heated by electricity, as 
heretofore. The cause of this is that, on account 
of the heavier cars and additional rolling stock, 
the present power plant cannot generate enough 
electricity for both motive and heating power. 
The result, of course, may be that the cars, with 
smoldering fires, may be housed in the car barns 
unless much care ts exercised. 

Inspectors of the national board of fire under- 
writers have completed their examination of the 
fire protection facilities of Lynn, Mass., and a 
statement of their findings is being sent out to 
the companies. Regarding the fine hazard and 


“ Within the fire limits, including the business 
and manufacturing sections, there is much com- 
bustible property, with numerous frame manv- 
factories over a large area. Many modernity con- 
structed buildings are menaced by the extremely 
hazardous adjacent frame fire trap structures. 

* Attention ig called to the Mability of destruc- 
tive fires among the factories along the line of the 
Boston and Maine railroad or in Rallroad avenue, 
from Market te Central streets, a narrow thor- 
oughfare obstructed with railroad tracks, passing 
trains, and protective fences impeding the opera- 
tion of the fire department. 

‘*The numerous manufactories generally are 
well equipped with fire extinguishing appliances 
and automatic sprinklers: standard protective 
shutters are in general use: 109 manufactories and 
principal business buildings are protected by au- 
toma‘‘c auxiliary fire alarm service, connected 
with the nearest city fire station. Notwithstand- 
ing these safeguards hazardous, destructive fires 
are liable to occur. 

‘** Fire department—tThere its a necessity for or- 
ganizing two additional steam fire engine com- 
panies, with full complement of men, necessary 
apparatus, horses, and equipment. These com- 
panies should be located tn the business and manu- 
facturing section. Two additional chemical en- 
gine companies should be organized, with full 
complement of men, necessary apparatus, horses, 
and eguipment, located in Eastern avenue, Pine 
Hill, adnd.commercial streets. There its necessity 
for the .replacinge of the present fire alarm ma- 
chinery, whith" lacks improvements, by a first class 
electric fire ala®?m system. 

** The ordinances should prohibit the erection of 
wooden buildings or*frame constructed outbuild- 
ings within the present prescribed fire limits. 
authorities should take action to 
compel the electric street railway companies to 
bond the rafis In the track and provide for return . 
wiring and current to the power house #0 as to 
lessen or prevent the damaging by electrolysis of 
the tron water mains. 

‘*‘ Water supply—An additional pumping engine 
should be installed for emergency use at the lower 
station, the pumps to be not less than 10,000,000 
gallons capacity per diem. Ureent efforts should 
be made by the city authorities to replace all de- 
fective, cement lined, covered tron pipe of the 
distribution system by standard cast iron mains 
and lateral pipes. There ts necessity for addi- 
tional fire hydrants, to be located at opposite or 
triangular corners of streets from the present lo- 
eated hydrants within the business and manu- 
facturing districts. The hydrants in the residen- 
tial seetion are too far apart for good results.”’

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


Cash wheat prices were off about as much 
ae the futures. The milling demand con- 
tinued to be irregular, some houses reporting 
fair sales in scattered lots and others noth- 
ing. About 50,000 bu were sold to millers. 
On the sample tables demand was quiet. with 
lightweight spring wheats still hard to dis- 
pose of, and offerings small, especially of red 
winter. No. 4 hard was $1.02 to $1.08, and 
low, gtade springs sold from 80c to $1.15% 
Most of the No. 3 hard which came was on 
purchases. Local houses say they cannot buy 
at Kansas City, prices there being too high. 
St. Louis reported sales of 35,000 bu No. 2 
red at $1.20 in store and 25,000 bu No. 8 red 
at $1.16% to Missouri millers. No. 2 red in 
that market was quoted from $1.20 to $1.21, 
and No. 4 red draggy at from 92c to $1.05, 
about the same range of prices as the day 
before, but cash was quoted Ic lower at the 
close. At Kansas City some of the early 
sales were made at higher prices, but the 
close was easy, No. 2 hard at $1.06. There 
were sales to milis of 10 cars of No. 4 hard 
at $1.03, of 5 cars No. 8 hard at $1.07. Min- 
neapolis cash was off 2%c and Duluih 2%c. 
The millers were out of the market, and part 
of the offerings on the tables were said to 
have been carried over. A Minneapolis wire 
said 200,000 bu No, 1 northern was offered to 
arrive at 1c over December, showing a loss 
of 2c in the cash premium, the offer not 
accepted. Spot No. 1 northern was 2\4c over. 
The shipping demand for corn was slow, 
sales only 75,000 bu, and sales of oats were 
100,000 bu, 20,000 bu of the total being stand- 
ard, the rest white clipped. 


* Last week showed another increase in 
output for the Minneapolis mills of 30,5 
bris over the week preceding,’’ says the 
Northwestern Miller. ‘“‘ The quantity turned 
out was 313,460 bris, against 216,189 in 1905. 
Today seventeen mills are running and the 
output for the current week is likely to 
reach 325,000 bris. The volume of sales by 


Minneapolis mills continues fair, though for — 


the most part millers say they have fewer 
orders on their books now than @ year ago. 
Some large mills are doing absolutely no 
export business, either in clears or patents, 
though other mills report fair export sales 
of clears. The domestic demand for clears 
has improved considerably, both for first 
and second clears. The latter are coming in 
good demand for use as a rye mix.’’ 

Kansas City wired W. H. Lake: “ Letters 
from four of the largest mills in Sumner 
county say 75 per cent of the crop has been 
moved from southern [ansas, California 
buying wheat as far east as Larned, Kas. 
Texas mills paying $1.02 at Billings, Okla., 
equal to $1.12 here.” 

A Dexter ([a.) letter to E. W. Wagner says: 
“ When hogs are selling for $6.00 per huncred 
it is useless to talk of cheap corn from lowa. 
If. they can get under Sic in Chicago the 
feeders here will buy thousands of bushels. 
I am told that one feeder now is contracting 
corn at 40c, and at the ruling price for cattle 
they can pay that and make money. This 
is something that must .be considered, es- 


pecially when corn is of a quality that will 
do to- store in the crib. If feeders can buy 
corn of good quality this fall for 30c, Iowa 
will use all the corn she has. About 100 cars 
ef corn were shipped here last winter, aver- 
aging about 48c, and with hogs and cattle 
as high as last year it seems foolish to think 
of corn selling lower than 50c in Chicago. 


Sentiment in heat was almost unani- 
mously bearish, approaching the unanimity 
which sometimes causes a turn in the other 
direction. Local houses generally advised 
customers to take profits pending the out- 
come of the changing northwestern situa- 
tion, and at Minneapolis and Duluth there 
appeared to be a concerted effort on the part 
of millers to play for a decline, an attitude 


shown by their drawing out of the cash 


market. 

Settling clerks think the open interest in 
wheat and oats unimportant, but some of 
them figure on an open interest of 1,500,000 
bu in September corn. Deliveries on Sep- 
tember contracts yesterday were 55,000 bu 
wheat, 165,000 bu corn, and 25,000 bu oats. 
The corn was put out largely by Harris, 
Scotten, and most of it went down to Ware- 
Leland The mixing houses were active in 
turning out corn, about 180,000 bu being in- 
spected out, probably for delivery.

BOVING METROPOLITAN 


BLAIR & CO. OF NEW YORK SAID TO 
BE SECURING CONTROL. 


One Large Interest Makes a Private Bid 
for Holdings — Eastern Firm in a 
Position to Bring About a Consoli- 
dation of Aji Elevated Lines — Erie 
and Reading Earnings for August 
Show Large Falling Off—Financial 
Notes. 


It is believed in La Salle street that Blair 
& Co. are buying Metropolitan L stock with 
a view of securing control of the corpora- 
tion and eventually merging it with the 
Northwestern. 

It was outlined in Tue Trrpunse last Sun- 
day how Blair & Co. for several years have 
had in contemplation the merger of all the 
elevated lines. They now control the North- 
western and Lake Street, and they have been 
traced as buyers of Metropolitan. One of the 
members of the firm of Blair & Co. an- 
nounced some time ago his belief in the 
necessity of the merger of all the *‘ L.”’ prop- 
erties. The firm, with its present interests 
in Chicago, would be the natural agent for 
effecting a combination. 

Charles C. Adsit, who represents consid- 
erable interest in stock of.the Metropolitan, 
was, it is reported, recently invited to a con- 
ference with the Blairs in New York and an 
offer was made for his Metropolitan holdings. 
This fact further fixes the belief in the gen- 
eral merger theory. The Union Loop, as 
well as the Northwestern and Oak Park, are 
controlled by the Blairs through the North- 
western. 

Coal Road Earnings Decrease. 

August earnings of Erie and Reading, is- 
sued yesterday, make an unfavorable show- 
ing. Erie gross decreased 7.8 per cent. Op- 
erating expenses were 65.58 per cent, against 
64.12 per cent last year. The August figures, 
however,» were much better than those of 
July, the decrease in net being but $79,000, 
against $236,000 for July. The Reading fig- 
ures were much more unsatisfactory than 
those of Erie. Gross decreased 21 per cent, 
while the surplus after charges decreased 39 
per cent. 

The August figures of Canadian Pacific 
were favorable, with a gain of 9.9 per cent in 
gross. Operating expenses, however, were 
relatively heavier than last year, the per- 
centage bing 65.91, against 63.81. 

The figures for the fiscal year of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois were issued yester- 
day. Gross increased 12 per cent. But oper- 
ating expenses increased $1,128,845 over the 
previous year. The surplus for the year de- 
creased about 20 per cent. 

The August statement of the Wabash 
showed a gain of 17 per cent in gross. The 
ratio of operating, however, was 71.18, 
against 68.36 per cent for the corresponding 
month of last year.

These figures are a simple statement of the rule 
of proportion, and make no allowance for the 
fact that this crop ts admittedly from two te 
three weeks earlier than last year, and, to that 
extent, immune from damage by frost. Miss Gile@ 
report In early September said upon this subject 
that this year only nine per cent of the crop was 
exposed to the risk of damage by frost, whereas 
twenty per cent was so exposed last year. The 
comparative degree of immunity, therefore, would 
indicate a possible increase of eleven per cent if 
the yield on account of the earliness of the season, 
This view of the case was confirmed by the last 
weekly government report, in which it was.stated 
that “‘ the Texas crop was too far advanced for 
boll weevil to cause much more damage."’ 

Miss Giles’ monthly crop report, issued today, 
indicates an average condition of 72.4, against a 
condition of T9 one month ago, and states further 
that the indications are for a government report 
of about 75 per cent. 

In this connection, it is worth while noting that 
for the past thirteen years the market has never 
failed to decline substantially within five days 
after the issuance of the October government re- 
port, no matter what its showing.

RECOVERY OF FINE BY PATROL- 
MAN REACTS ON FORCE. 


Justice Everett Decides Trial Board 
Haw No Alternative but Discharge 
in Dealing with Violators of Depart- 0 
ment Rules and Gives Complainant 
Judgment for $112 He Had Paid— 
Higher Officials Say Reling W111 Not 
Be Upheld by Upper Courts. 


“ A boomerang fn the shape of a decision by 
Justice of the Peace Everett hit the police 
department yesterday. It caused more com- 
motion among the patrolmen than among the | 
higher officials, who did not take it seriously. | 
The boomerang was let fiy originally by 
Matthew P. O’Reagan, a patrolman, who was 
first fined $112 and then discharged from the 
force. Through Attorneys A. D. Gash and 
J. H. Hooper, he brought suit in Justice Ever- 
ett’s court to recover the $112 from the city. 
To the surprise of the city law department, 
Justice Everett awarded O' Reagan judgment 
for the amount. The justice held that under 
section 12 of the civil service act the police 
trial board has no right to imposea fine. He 
| sald the commission might have discharged 
O’Reagan, but exceeded its powers when it 
pba him. Attorneys Gash and Hooper filed 
more sults in Everett's court and nine in 
ichardson’s on behalf of policemen who | 
claimed they‘had been fined wrongfully, 

If this decision of Justice Everett's 
stands,” said President Powell of the civil 
service commission, “ it will appear that all 
the policemen we have ever fined ought to 
have been discharged urefore If his de- 


cision is sustained it refore will be nec- 
essary for us to set asidejall the fines we have 
ever Imposed and recommend the discharge 
of those persons from the department. I 
understand that over 400 police officers would 
thus be affected. In the future, under such 
a ruling, we shall be obliged to discharge 
an officer for leaving his beat instead of dis- 
cipUning him by means of a fine.”’ 

It is said that the civil service commission 
would be glad to have its powers more strict- 
ly defined. If there is no alternative from 
discharge of a policeman for any offense the 
working of the new interpretation will re- 
sult in ridding the police force of scorés of 
officers who have been arraigned a dozen 
or more times for drunkenness.
